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NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 

Chapter 1 - N. H. Colonial Notes (continued) 

8. June 20, 1775** An issue of 10,050 pounds was authorized by New Hampshire on 
June 8, 1775* This was to consist of 3000 notes of each denomination*, 40,20, 6, 
and 1 shilling. They were to be redeemed 4000 pounds in 1776, 3000 pounds in 1777, 
and 3050 pounds in 1778. The last issue of the Nonagon showed a TEN shilling note 
which is at N. H. Historical Society. This is exactly the same as the Six shilling 
note in the sheet of reprints. Possibly it was fraudulently raised from Six to Ten 
shillings in value, although this is not apparent. Possibly the ten shilling denom- 
ination is legitimate but if the plate had been altered the reprints should show a 
10 shilling note instead of the 6 shilling note. Signed specimens of this issue are 
rare, but the reprints (made around 1900 I believe) are not too difficult to obtain. 
All the denominations are similar to the 10 shilling note shown last month, but 
designs in the rectangle at the left are different. The committee was Ebenezer 
Thompson and Col. Nicholas Gilman, whose signatures are shown. 

9* July 25, 1775** Authorized July 5, 1775 was an issue of 2000 pounds consisting 
of 4000 each of the following denominations: 6 pence, 9 pence, 1 shilling-six pence, 

1 shilling-nine pence, 2 shilling-six pence, and 3 shillings. These were to be re- 
deemed in 1779 without interest. They had the same signers as the previous issue. 

This issue seems to be quite rare and those seen are usually in poor condition as the 
one illustrated on inside cover this month. Often they are sewed together as was the 
custom at the time, to make them last as long as possible, due to the scarcity of 
small change . 

10. Aug. 24, 1775*. The same act that authorized the preceding issue also provided 
for 8000 pounds of interest bearing notes, to be redeemed 2000 pounds Dec. 1776, 

3000 pounds, Tec. 1777, 3000 pounds Dec. 1778. These were to be printed with print- 
ing types under the care and direction of Honorable Mescheck Weare and Captain Pierce 
Long. This issue was to consist of 1333 notes each of 5 shilling, 15 shilling, and 

3 pounds, and 1334 each of 10 shillings and 30 shillings. The 3 pound note seems to 
be much more plentiful than the other values of this issue. Perhaps this would com- 
pare to a $500 bill today in terms of man hours of labor it would represent, and thus 
survived because of limited circulation. A specimen is shown inside cover. Signers 
were same as previous two issues. Since numbers up to 1575 have been seen on 3 pound 
notes it is possible that more of these were issued in place of some others. 

11. Nov. 3, 1775* This is the first issue not starred by Wayte Raymond as rare. 
However he listed only six denominations, while 11 were authorized and eight have 
been seen by me. The issue authorized on Nov. 1, 1775 was to be 20,000 pounds re- 
deemable 4000 in 1779, 6000 in 1780, 6000 in 1781, and 4000 in 1782. Notes of 

40, 30, 15*, 10, and 5 shillings were to make up 18,000 pounds, and the remaining 
2000 pounds was to include 6d**, 9<T**, lsh-6d, lsh-9d*, and 2sh-6d** notes . Those 
with one star were not listed by Wayte Raymond but have been seen. Those with two 
stars were not listed and have not been seem by me. Col. Weare and Capt. Josiah 
Moulton were the committee to have these printed. If evenly divided there would have 
been 720 each of the first group with redemption dates of 1779 and 1782 and 800 each 
of the second group with these dates. There would have been 960 each of the first 
group with 1780 and 1781 dates, and 1200 each of the second group with these dates. 

11a. Dec. 20, 1775*. This date was listed by Wayte Raymond, but was probably an 
error as not other evidence of this issue has been found. The mistake could have 
easily resulted from the Dec. 20 redemption date on issues #8 or #11 above.
